In addition, bridges have 
been destroyed and roads of communi- 
cut. The inhabitants of the 
places evacuated are said to have been 
left destitute. 


PUSHING TURKS 
IN ASIA MINOR. 


Meanwhile the Russians and British 
are keeping up their strong offensive 
against the Turks in Asia Minor, Per- 
sia and Mesopotamia. Along the Diala 
river the British have occupied the vil- 
lage of Bahriz and a portion of the} 
town of Bakubah, about 25 miles 
northeast of Bagdad, and the Turks! 
are reported to be in hasty retreat to- | 
ward Khanikan, on the Turco-Persian 
frontier a little to the northwest of 
Kermanshah. In this region the Ot- 
toman forces are likely soon to meet 
the on-coming Russians, who are re- 
ported by Petrogad to havé dislodged 
the Turks from the town of Saruna- 
bad, 20 miles southwest of Kerman- 
shah.

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SHOUTS OF JOY.

As They Enter the Villages 
From Which the Germans

Grateful to Americans. 


At the French Front in France, Sun- 
day, March 18.—(Via Paris, March 19.) 
The French troops made one of the 
most significant®* advances since the 
beginning of the war yesterday and 
today. Along aé_  60-kilometer 
some hundreds of square kilometers 
refell into the hands of the French, 
While the Germans’ retreating move- 
ment gave no evidence of coming to 
a halt. 

This immense tract of reconquered 
territory was traversed today by a 
correspondent of the Associated Press, 
who found the inhabithnts in many 
places, where they were allowed to re- 
main by the Germans, tearfully joyous 
at the reappearance of their fellow- 
countrymen coming in as victors. 

Among the first words from. the 
women and children, who had been for 
thirty-two months in the hands of the 
Germans, were expressions of grati- 
tude to America.

by this means. 
Girls Carried to Germany. 


At Candor nearly two hundred wom- 
en and children were left:in German 
hands at the beginning of the war. The 
young men and girls were all carried 
off to Germany, their parents even now 
being ignorant of their whereabouts. 
Those remaining were compelled to do 
all kinds of work without payment, 
and when for religious reasons they 
refused to work on Sunday they were 
fined. Even boys over thirteen years 
of age assert that they were driven 
often under fire to dig ditches or small 
trenches for military telephone wires. 
All schools had been closed since the 
German occupation. 

The inhabitants assert that the Ger- 
man soldiers told them weeks ago that 
they were about to retreat, as they 
were not able to withstand the constant 
attacks from the entente allies on all 
parts of the line, and further, that they

There appears to be no doubt in mil- 
itary circles that the pressure brought 
to bear during the Somme battles has- 
tened the Germans’ decision to retreat. 
|The French now are everywhere close 
upon their heels. Today the advance 
guard and French aviators watched and 
reported the progress of the retreat, 
while German airmen were invisible. 
Indications on all sides show that the 
retirement of the Germans is becoming 
even more extensive.

extra session Tuesday morning. 

The bill, after brief discussion, which 
| indicated very general approval, was 
referred Monday afternoon to a com- 
mittee of five from the house and three 
senate, with instructions that

This bill seems to have been the re- 
sult of a contest between all the an- 
tagonists of the festive cup to see 
who could suggest the utmost in “dry- 
ness.”

ADMINISTRATION 
MEASURE. 


Briefly summarized the provisions of 
the administration “bone dry” prohi- 
bition bill, which was indorsed at the 
conference at the Kimball house Mon- 
day afternoon and which is to be in- 
troduced in both branches of the gen- 
eral assembly Tuesday, are as follows: 

To prohibit the shipment or bringing 
into the state by any person or any 
means any liquor whatsoever, or any 
alcoholic compound, whether for bev- 
erage’s or not, which can produce in- 
toxication. 

To prohibit any concern or indivi- 
dual having in its or his possession, at 
home or elsewhere, any liquor or any- 
thing intoxicating whatsoever. 

To the foregoing provisions are ex- 
ceptions enumerated below. 

A druggist, pharmacist or manufac- 
turer may import pure alcohol in any 
quantity upon obtaining a permit from 


the county ordinary, the application for 
which must set forth upon oath the 
purpose for which the alcohol is to be 
used and must bear the indorsement of 
two reputable citizens. Another ship- 
ment may be secured only upon exhaus- 
tion of the former supply and the

After listening to enthusiastic 
speeches from leading prohibitionists 
of the state, including a United States 
Senator, the governor and mayors of 
the two leading cities of the state, old 
veterans of the “dry cause” and new 
converts to the creed; after hearing 
from labor and capital, the three thou- 
sand men and women who attended the 
jubilee of the “bone drys” at the Audi- 
torium last night adopted by acclama- 
tion a series of resolutions calling on 
the legislature in session today to 
make the state absolutely liquor proof, 
so far as leakage from outside the 
state is concerned; to do it effectively 
and ag once. 

United States Senator Thomas W. 
Hardwick, who for the first time pub- 
licly declared his views on the prohi- 
bition issue in Georgia, stated that he 
was unalterably opposed to national 
prohibition in any shape, whether as 
an act of congress or as an amend- 
ment to the federal constitution, but 
he wished to see the state made just 
as dry as the people wanted it and 
would do all in his power to compass 
that result. 

Believes in State Rights. 

was opposed to national prohi- 
he said, because he was a be- 
in state rights, and he regarded 
a national law governing the subject 
as an unjustifiable and unwarranted 
infringement upon the police powers 
of the states, which should have free 
and unhampered control of thé ques- 
tion. He wanted to have done with 
hypocrisy on the subject and to give 
the people real and effective prohibi- 
tion if they desired it. 

After listening to music from band 
and organ, the meeting was duly 
opened with the singing of ‘‘America’”’ 
by the audience standing and with 
prayer by the Rev. O. P. Bentley, as- 
sistant superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon League of Georgia. Mrs. A. B. 
Cunyus, of Cartersville, musical direc- 
tor of the state W. C. T. U., then sang 
a song composed specially for the oc- 
casion, entitled, ‘Victory’

was then presented ‘by Dr. Charles O. 
Jones, pastor of Trinity Methodist 
church, and one of the leading organ- 
izers of the jubilee. Governor Harris 
said, in part:

“Rack in those days,” he added, “I 
myself was in the liquor camp, and it is 
not a very nice admission for me to 
be making now.” 

The governor then told how he was 
led to see a new light on the issue 
from hearing speeches of Mr. Hill and 
the late Henry Grady. 

The governor in a really pathetic 
conclusion, in the course of which he 
told his hearers that it was in all prob- 
ability the last time on earth that he 
would ever address them, declared that 
he would consider it a higher honor 
than any crown which could be placed 
if his administration 
as governor were remembered as the 
period when liquor was finally and for- 
ever banished from the state. 

Presents Chairman Harris. 


The governor presented Chairman W.

In Upholding 8-Hour .Law, 

Supreme Court Says Con- 
gress Has Power to Force 
Compulsory Arbitration of 
Disputes Involving Public 
Interest. 


TRAINMEN ARE LIKENED 
TO TROOPS FACING FOE 


They Cannot Quit in Time 
of National Emergency. 
Five Justices Concurred in 
Upholding the Law and 
Four Filed Dissenting 
Opinions. 


Adamson Not Surprised 
At the Court’s Decision 


Washington, March 19.—(Spectal.) 
tepresentative W. C. Adamson, of 
Georgia, author of the 8-hour law 
which today was upheld as constitu- 
tional by the supreme court, ex- 
pressed no surprise at the court's de- 
cision. 

‘Tt was no more than I expected,” 
said Representative Adamson. “The 
supreme court has never overturned 
a bill reported from my committee 
during the twenty years I have been 
a member of it. I would not have 
reported the 8-hour law if I had not 


believed it was constitutional.” 


Washington, March 19.—In an epochal 
decision holding congress to be clothed 
with any and all power necessary to 
keep open the channels of interstate 
commerté, the supreme Court diviame

interstate railroads, for which a na- 
tion-wide strike has been threatened, 
and to give, effective from January 1 
this year, increases in wages to train- 
men of about 25 per cent, at a cost to 
the railroads estimated at from }$40,- 
000,000 to $50,000,000 a year. 

The court, through Chief Justice 
White, declared both carriers and their 
employees, enggaed in a business charg- 
ed with a public interest, subject to 
the right of congress to compulsorily ar- 
bitrate a dispute affecting the operat- 
ing of that business. 

“Whatever would be the right of an 
employee engaged in private business 
to demand such wages as he desires, to 
leave the employment if he does not get 
them, and by concert of action to agree 
with others to leave on the same condi- 
tions,’ said the opinion, “such rights | 
are necessarily subject to limitation 
when employment is accepted in a busi- 
ness charged with a public interest, and 
as to which the power to regulate 
commerce by congress applied and the 
resulting right to fix in case of dis- 
agreement and dispute a standard of 
wages as we have seen necessarily ob- 
tained.” 

Trainmen Compared to Soldiers. 

In delivering the opinion, the chief! 
justice departed at this point from his. 
written text to emphasize the posi- | 
tion of men operating trains in a time 
of national emergency by comparing 
them to soldiers facing an enemy. 

Coming on the heels of the conces- 
sion of the $8-nour basic day by the 
railroads at New York to ’avert the 
threatened strike, today’s decision is 
regarded as largely ‘supplanting that 
agreement, and, also, removing for all 
time, through the broadest interpreta- 
tion of congressional authority out- 
lined by the court, the probability of 
future transportation paralysis. 

Joining in with the chief justice in 
sustaining the law were Justices Mc- 
Kenna and Holmes—his immediate 
seniors in point of service—and Justice 
Brandeis and Justice Clarke, junior 
members. Dissenting for various rea- 
sons were Justices Day, Van Devanter, 
Pitney and McReynolds. 

The majority upheld the public right 
to have interstate commerce uninter- 
rupted as a basic principle paramount 
to interests of the railroads or their 
operatives—both declared to be in pub- 
lic service and subject to the supreme, 
unrestricted power of congress to. take 
action necessary to maintain free- 
dom and uninterruption of interstate 
commerce. Either as a law (fixing 
wages or hours of labor, the court de- 
cided congress had authority to enact 
the Adamson statute. 

“The public interest begetg a public 
right of regulaton to the full extent 
necessary to secure and protect it,” 
said the opinion, adding that in the 
emergency of threatened destructive 
suspension of national transportation, 
congress acted within its powers in 
providing a wage standard and other 
means necessary to protect the public 


interests.

ON INTERSTATE ROADS 
BY ADAMSON DECISION 


AMERICANS LOST 
WITH VIGILANCIA 


Fifteen of Crew Drowned, 
Several of Whom Were 
Americans--Nine Men Miss- 
ing From the Memphis. 


Plymouth, March 19.—(Via London.) 
Fifteen members of the crew of the 
American steamer Vigilancia lost their 
lives when the steamer was torpedoed 
by a German submarine. The surviv- 
ors were in lifeboats from Friday 
morning until Sunday afternoon. 

Among those drowned were several 
American citizens, including Third 
Officer Neils P. North and Third En- 
gineer Carl Adeholde. This information 
was given out by Captain Frank A. 
Middleton, of New York, who, with the 
survivors of the Vigilancia, has reach- 
ed the mainland and probably will 
make affidavits tomorrow before the 
American consul. 

To the Associated Press Captain 
Middleton said today that his vessel 
was sunk without warning. It was 10 
o’clock Friday morning, with the 
weather clear, when the ship was 
struck by a torpedo on the starboard 
side near the No. 3 hatch. Two tor- 
pedoes were fired at the steamer, but 
the first passed harmlessly astern. 
Between seven and ten minutes after 
the steamer was struck she foundered. 

Two lifeboats were lowered from 
the Vigilancia and the crew of 43 men 
got into them. Owing to the swell of 
the ocean, however, 25 men were 
thrown into the water. The boats of 
the captain and the mates picked up 
ten of the men, but the other fifteen 
were drowned. 


Captain Middleton says he saw no 
submarine during the attack, but that

NINE MEN MISSING 
FROM THE MEMPHIS. | 

London, March 19.—Captain Borum | 
and the eight men who fotmed the 
complement of his boat are amon 
those missing’ from the sunken Ameri- | 
can steamer City of Memphis. Four of | 
the eight sailors are Americans. The 
boat was picked up at 10 o’clock Sun- 
day mornig empty, and it is hoped that | 
its occupants were rescued either by a 
patrol boat or by a vessel carrying no| 
wireless, and landed at some out-of- | 
the-way port. 

The survivors say that the captain’s 
boat became separated from the others 
about 1 o’clock on Sunday morning.

NAVY IS PREPARING 
FOR DRASTIC ACTION 
AGAINST THE U-BOATS 


Washington, March 19.—Preparation 
for aggressive action by the navy 
against the German submarine menace 
began today at the direction of Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

The president authorized the ex- 
penditure of the $115,000,000 emergency 
fund, provided by congress to speed up 
naval construction and pay for special 
additional war craft, and the suspen- 
sion of the eight-hour labor law in 
plants engaged on navy work. 

Immediately afterward secretary 
Daniels ordered the New York navy 
yard to begin building sixty subma- 
rine chasers of the 110-foot type, to 
be completed in from sixty to eighty 
days. 

With the president’s approval, the 
secretary also ordered the graduation 
of the first and second classes 
naval academy. The first-class will 
80 out March 29, releasing A72 junior 
officers to fill existing vacancies, and 
the second in September, furnishing 
202 more a full year before they other- 
wise would be available. 

While the energies of the navy will 
be concentrated for the present on ef- 
forts to get into commi'ssion craft de- 
signed particularly to destroy subma- 
rines and guard the coast, 


under the recent agreement with 
vate builders and with the funds 
made available. 

The announcements from the depart- 
ment followed an hour’s conference be- 
tween Secretary Daniels and the presi- 
dent, who walked over from the white 
house to the state, war and navy build- 
ing for the purpose.

Engines for the “chasers” to be turn- 
ed out by the New York plant will be 
bought from private manufacturers in 
time to have them installed promptly 
upon completion of the hulls. Bids for

Mr. Daniels has call- 
ed upon the entire small boat industry 
to submit figures as to the number that 
could be turned out at high speed. 
He plans to monopolize the market 
with government orders. 

A large number of privately owned 
motor craft available for navy use may 
be drawn upon at any time. Retired 
navy officers have been at work along 
the Atlantic coast surveying boats for 
a month. Contracts have been made for 
their purchase and a telegraphic order 
will make them government § property 
over night. 

Volunteer crews for the boats have 
been enrolled among yachtsmen and 
others along the coasts. Commanders 
of naval districts are ready to call them 
out and begin patrol work with vir- 
tually no delay.

Informal negotiations will be started 
for a working agreement with the Brit- 
ish and French patrol squadrons now 
endeavoring to protect ships passing 
through the German submarine zone. 
It is planned to make American wa- 
ters safe against submarines for all 
ships with the understanding that 
American ships will receive full pro- 
‘tection in the war zones from patrols 
of the allies. The plan would necessi- 
tate the interchange of information as 
to the routing of merchant craft to and 
from across the Atlantic. 

Secretary Daniels would not discuss 
the uses to be made of the new patrol 
boats. They will be of sufficient size, 
however, to permit their use far off 
shore if necessary. 

Recent navy contracts were let with 
the understanding that the 8-hour law 
would be suspended because of the 
shortage of skilled labor. 
| The enlisted personnel of the navy is 
| being recruited rapidly, a total of 60,600 
;men being reported in service today. 
Congress has authorized a total strength 
of 74,000 and given the president au- 
thority to increase that to 87,000 in 
emergency. That power will not be ex- 
ercised, however, until a strength of 
70,000 has been reached. 

In the event of complete mobiliza- 
tion three steps would be taken: Re- 
tired officers would be summoned to 
duty at yards and other shore stations, 
relieving active officers for sea duty, 
ithe fleet reserve, now about 1,200 
| strong in highly trained men, would

With ‘these men available, it is estl- 
‘mated that every ship of militarv

including the skilled men of the engine 
room and gunnery divisions. 
| Manning the Patrol Craft. 
These estimates, however, do _ not 
contemplate finding crews for the great 
numbers of scout patrol craft. Pre- 
sumably the young officers to be grad- 
uated this month will be used either 
to command these vessels or to relieve 
more experienced junior officers from 
battleship duty for that purpose, Prob- 
ably many of the patrols will be com- 
manded by warrant or petty officers of 
the navy, or by yaehtsmen or merchant 
marine officers who may volunteer for 
service, Their crews also probably 
would be made up largely of volun- 
teers with enough trained men to teach 
the others to handle the guns.

Paris, March 19.—The -French, close- 
ly following the retiring Germans, re- 
occupied Guiscard last night, and at 
several points reached the _ railroad 
from Ham to Neale, the war office an- 
nounces. Troops were pushed along the 
national road to St. Quentin. 

East of Neale the second German po- 
sition was captured. 

The statement says 100 villages have 
been reoccupied by the French in three 
days. Many of these towns had been 
devastated. Thousands of persons 
whom the Germans were unable to send 
to the rear came forward to greet the 
trench. 

On the Verdun front the Germans 
made a heavy attack between Avocourt 
and Dead Man’s Hill, after artillery 
preparation.

Dr. John C. White, Fulton county rep- 
resentative-elect, at this point made a 
typical “whoop-em-up, set ’em on fire” 
speech, including a psalm of victory

Mrs. W. H. Felton, of Cartersville, 
spoke as the representative of the W.

Mrs. Felton said that the greatest 
difficulties which prohibitionist's would 
have to encounter in. future would not 
be the making of laws, but their en- 
forcement. 

Jerome Jones spoke as the accredit- 
ed representative of the Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Labor, declaring that the 
attitude of organized labor in enforc- 
ing temperance among its members 
was the greatest factor in enabling the 
prohibition forces to achieve the vic- 
tory which thev had attained.

“T have never favored, and do not now 
favor the enactment of a nation-wide pro- 
hibition law by the congress of the United 
States for the reason that it is the province 
of each state, in my judgment, to determine 
what its policy shall be with respect to 
this purely local police question, and all my 
life, uniformly and consistently, without ex- 
ception or qualification, I have been devot- 
cdly attached to and steadfastly loyal to 
that. great basic fundamental principle of 
both English and American liberty, local 
self-government—home rule. 

“Under our American system of govern- 
ment the right of each state to control its 
own domestic and internal affairs, to make 
and enforce its own police regulations, is 
final, complete and exclusive. For one, I 
shall never surrender that right, in any 
matter, to the general government. That

Resolutions Offered. 


The resolutions, drawn by W. B. 
Stubbs, Marion M. Jackson and Walter 
McElreath, which were offered at the 
conclusion of the meeting and unani- 
mously adopted, were as follows: 

Whereas, the prohibition of the traffic in 
alcoholic liquors so long urged by the good 
women of our state and nation has been 
demonstrated by science, war and experi- 
ence to be an economic, social and moral 
necessity; and, 

Whereas, great benefits have accrued to 
our state from the enforcement of the laws 
heretofore enacted; therefore 

Be it resolved by the people of Georgia 
assembled in mass meeting at the Audito- 
rium in the capital at Atlanta, Ga.: 

lst. That we heartily indorse the action 
of the members of the general assembly,

act is neither unworkable, confisca- 
tory, experimental nor in excess of 
congressional railroad regulatory au- 
thority, but in effect was compulsory 
arbitration, a power “which it (con- 
gress) undoubtedly possessed” and 
“inevitably resulted from its authority 
to protect interstate commerce in deal- 
ing with a situation like that be- 
fore it.” 

Concurring in the main principles 
enunciated by the majority, Justice 
McKenna expressed the opinion that 
the law is an hours of service and not 
a wage fixing statute. He also sug- 
gested increase of railroad revenue 
probably would be provided if wage 
increases resulted. 

The Dissenting Opinions. 

The’ dissenting opinions—Justices 
Day and McReynolds” delivering in- 
dividual views and Justices Pitney and 
Van Devanter joining in one announce- 


ment—variously asserted that the 
Adamson act is void because beyond 
constitutional powers of congress, be- 
cause it takes railroads’ property with- 
out due process of law, or because it is 
not an hours of labor statute nor a 
legitimate regulation of commerce. 

Justices Pitney and Van Devanter 
denied that congress has power to fix 
wages of common carriers’ employees 
—a power upheld by the majority. Jus- 
tice Day did not admit or deny such 
power, dissenting because, he said, the 
law illegally takes railroad revenues 
and gives them to the trainmen by 
“arbitrary, illegal congressional fiat.’ 

In upholding the statute the majori- 
ty reversed Federal Judge Hoak’s de- 
cree enjoining its enforcement and 
dismissed the railroads’ test suit, leav- 
ing the federal govérnment free to 
enforce the statute under its stringent 
penalties. Dismissal of about 500 
other railroad injunction suits will 
follow as a matter of course.

Certain it is that 
the “bone dry” protagonists will insist 
upon the act’s becoming effective im- 
mediately upon receipt of the gover- 
nor‘s signature. This is particularly 
true in view of the fact that a post- 
ponement of the date of effectiveness, 
with the regular session of the legisla- 
ture coming immediately upon the 
heels of the extra session, would frus- 
trate the end for which the extra ses- 
sion’ was called; namely, for immediate 
relief from interstate shipments of 
liquor into Georgia. 

It seemed last night likely that a 
test of strength between the two wings 
of the house will come Tuesday morn- 
ing, when failure of the opposition to 
prohibition to carry out a program 
might result in a cessation of active 
opposition to the immediate passage of 
the ‘bone dry” measure of the admin- 
istration. 

Last night the probabilities of the 
first day’s session seemed to line them- 
selves up about as follows: 


TEST OF 
STRENGTH. 


The first test of strength will likely 
come upon the election of a clerk of 
the house. 

For this place there are three can- 
didates, the fourth candidate, L. W. 
Reeves, of Cartersville, having an- 
nounced Monday that he will not offer 
for election at the extra session. The 
remaining three candidates are Bis- 
mark Moore, of Atlanta, present jour- 
nal’clerk of the house; Lindley W. 
Camp, of Marietta, present calendar 
clerk of the house, and J. B. Jackson, 
of Jones county. 

Soon after the arrival of the large 
proportion of the members of the 
house in Atlanta Monday it seemed to 
be evident that Camp and Moore had 
a considerable lead over Jackson, and 
that the race between the first two is 
rather close. It was reported last 
‘night that the possibilities were strong 
that Mr. Jackson would retire from 
the race Tuesday morning, and leave 
the fight between Moore and Camp. 

The indications are that the race 
between Moore and Camp is rather 
clase, and personal friendship for the 
two candidates figures largely in the 
race, so that it is possible that, should 
the lines be drawn in this race, it 
might not constitute a fair test of 
strength of the opposing factions of 
the house.

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INTERNED GERMANS 
BREAK FOR LIBERTY 


Seven Sailors of Commerce 
| Raiders Flee at Philadel- 
| phia, But Are Captured. 


| Philadelphia, March 19.—Under cov- 
er of darkness, seven sailors of the 
|'German commerce raiders Kronprinz 
' Wilhelm and Prinz Eitel Friedrich, in- 
terned at the Philadelphia navy yard, 
made an attempt to escape tonight, all 


| seven being capturéd by marines and | 


police after shots were fired at the 
fugitives. 

A Sentry heard splashes in the back 
channel and fired a warning shot. A 
‘police guard saw four of the German 
sailors swimming about fifty yards 
interned vessels and fired 
The Ger- 
mans swam back to the sea wall, sur- 
rendering without resistance. 

Meantime, as a marine detachment 
was rushed toward the back channel, 
three other German = sailors’ slipped 
into the meadows. Running along the 
sea wall to avoid the barbed wire bar- 
ricade partly encircling the interned 
ships, they tried to slip past a sentry. 
The sentry fired and ran towards the 
little group. Mounted police galloped 
over the meadows and caught two of 
the fleeing men. The other was found 
soon afterwards. 

While the hunt was in progress the 
powerful searchlight of the cruiser 
Salem, tied up near the raiders, was 
swung back and forth over the chan- 
nel and the meadows. 


POWER PLANTS OUSTED 
FROM FOREST RESERVES 


Washington, March 19.—In sustain- 
ing injunctions ousting Utah hydro- 
electric power companies from federal 
forest reservations, the supreme court 
today upheld federal and limited state 
sovereignty in developing resources in 
western ‘public land” states. 

The court maintained power of con- 
Sress to regulate all public lands and 
denied that its authority was limited 
to lands actually used for federal pur- 
poses. All government regulations 
were not specifically upheld, but the 
court refused. to disturb any of them. 
It also held the government entitled to 
reasonable compensation from the 
Utah power concerns for use of lands 
occupied.

Heyman Case Nolle Prossed. 

Paul Heyman, prominent’ business 
man of Tennessee and Augusta, was ex- 
onerated of violation of the 
Georgia prohibition laws following a 
statement by Solicitor General Boykin, 
in which Judge Ben Hill concurred, 
when all indictments against him were 
nolle prossed. This action was taken 
after a statement to the court by his 
attorney, Leonard J. Grossman, who en- 
tered a plea of guilty in a case against 
the Diamond Supply company, indict- 
ed as a corporation, in which Mr. Hey- 
man is a controlling factor. 

Attorney Grossman took occasion to 
explain that he had nothing to say con- 
cerning the merits of the liquor traffic, 
but that he wished to eall to the at- 
tention the court the good faith of 
the defendants. 

Hie told the court that on March 17 
Sheriff lLowry’s office mailed to Augus- 
ta a bench warrant for the arrest of 
the defendants, and inclosed a letter to 
Sheriff Plunkett with instructions to 
detain them. But instead of the mail 
reaching <Augusta’s sheriff it was, 
through some clerical error, addressed 
“Hion l’aul Heyman, Sheriff, Augusta.” 
The mail, including the warrant, was 
eonsequently left at the Plaza. hotel, of 
which the Heyman Brothers are part 
owners, and one of them happening in 
at the time opened the letter, receiving 
a warrant for his own arrest from the 
sheriff of lulton county. Catching the 
midnizht train out of Augusta, he was 
in court to enter the appropriate,.plea 
in 00d faith.

M. Tleard was president , 


WIRE BARRICADE WIL

Virtually all 
the city’s supply of barbed wire will 
be exhausted to furnish the miles and!

vert the fort into a prison-amphithea- 
ter.

The interned crews will be brought 
to Georgia under the custody of Amer- 
ican marines, and will be turned over 
to the Seventeenth infantry, which, last 
left El] Paso for the home sta- 
tion after more than three years’ of

Revolutionary Government 
Says Great Work Has Been 
Accomplished and New 
Russia Is Born.

London, March. 19.—The following 
‘manifesto has been issued by the Rus- 
Leian provisional government to the na- 
tion, according to Reuter’s Petrograd 
correspondent: 

“Citizens: The great work has been 
accomplished. By a powerful stroke, 
the Russian people have overthrown 
the old regime. A new Russia is born 
after long years of struggle. 

“Under pressure of awakened na- 
tional forces, the act of October 30, 
1905, promised Russia constitutional 
liberties which were never put into 
execution. The first duma, the mouth- 
piece of national wishes, was dissolved. 
The second duma met the same fate, 
and the government, being powerless 
to crush the national will, decided by 
the act of June 16, 1910, to deprive 
the people of part of the. legislative 
rights promised them. 

“During the ensuing ten 
|}government © successively 
from the people all the rights they 
had won. he country was again 
thrown into the abyss of absolute ruin 


years the

and administrative arbitrariness. 


All 
attempts to make the voice of reason 
heard were vain, and the great world 
struggle into which the country was 
plunged found it face to face with 
moral decadence and power not united 
with the people—power indifferent to 
the country’s destinies and steeped in 
vices and infamy. 


Heroic Efforts of Army. 


“The lyeroic efforts of the army, 
crushed under the cruel weight of in- 
ternal disorganization, the appeals of 
the national representatives who were 
united in view of the national danger, 
were powerless to lead the emperor 
and his government into the path of 
union with the people. Thus, when 
Russia by the illegal and disastrous 
acts of her governors, who faced with 
the greatest disasters the people had 
to take the power into their own 
hands. 


With unanimous revolutionary spirit, ' 


the people, fully realizing the serious- 
ness of the moment and the frim will 


of the duma, established a provisional’ 


government which considers that it 1s 
its sacred duty to realize the national 
desires and lead the country into the 
bright path of free civil organization. 


The government believes that the lofty | 


spirit of patriotism that the people 
have shown in the struggle against the 
old regime also will animate our gal- 
lant soldiers on the battlefields. 
“On its side, the government will 
do its utmost to provide the army 
with everything necessary to bring the 
war to a victorious conclusion. The 
government will faithfully observe all 
alliances uniting us to other powers 
and all agreements made ih the past. 
While taking measures indispensable 
for the defense of the country against 
a foreign enemy, the government will 
consider its first duty to grant to the 
people every facility to express its will 
concerning the political administration 
and will convoke as soon as possible 
a constituent assembly on the basis of 
universal suffrage, at the same. time 
assuring the gallant defenders of the 
country their share in parliamentary

ernment deems it necessary, even before 
the constituent assembly, to announce 
to the country its principles, assuring 
political liberty and equality to all cit- 
izens making free use of their spiritual 
forces in creative work for the benefit 
of the country. The government also 
will take care to elaborate the princi- 
ples assuring all citizens participation 
in communal elections, which will be 
carried out on a basis of universal suf- 
frage. 

“At the moment of national emanci- 
pation the whole country recalls with 
pious gratitude those who, in the strug- 
gle for their political and religious 
ideas victims of the vengeance of the 
old power and tie provisional govern- 
ment will joyfully bring back from 
exilé and prison all those who thus 
| suffered for the good of their country. 
| “In realizing these problems, the pro- 
‘visional government believes it is exe- 
‘cuting the national will, and that the 
|; whole people will support it in its ef- 
fade to insure the happiness of Rus- 
| sia.”

Seven Men Are Killed—Ship 
Had German Safe 
Conduct.

London, March 19.—A boat contain- 
ing the first, second and third mates 
and five seamen of the Dutch steamer 
Selien (Selene?), chartered by the Bel- 
gian relief commission, has been shelled 
by a submarine and all the occupants 
killed, according to a Reuter dispatch 
from Stavenger. % 

“The Dutch steamer Selien,” says the 
dispatch, “has reached here (Stavanger, 
Norway) bound for New York in ballast. 
She left Rotterdam Friday, bearing the 
usual designations of the Belgian re- 
lief committee, and was attacked at 5 
o’clock Saturday afternoon by a Ger- 
man submarine. ‘ 

“The Selien did not stop, but after 
some shots, lowered a life boat in which 
the first, second and third mates and 
five seamen embarked. The boats was 
then struck by a shell and all eight 
were. killed. 

“The Selien put on full speed ahead 
and the submarine disappeared.” 

No Dutch steamer Selien is listed in 
available shipping registers. There is 
a Dutch motor tank Selene of 3,738 
tons gross, which was last reported 
sailing from Philadelphia January 21, 
bound for Gothenburg, Sweden. 


Amsterdam, March 20.—(Via London. ) 
A Rotterdam dispatch to The Handels- 
blad says: 

“Two of the five relief ships which, 
with letters of safe conduct from the 
German legation, were en route north- 
ward were shelled by a German sub- 
marine in the so-called “safe-passage.”’ 
Seven men were killed aboard the Tu- 
nisie, which entered Stavanger. The 
other vessels continued on their voy- 
age,”’ 


Two steamers named Tunisie are list- 
ed, one of them a Belgian of 2,467 tons, 
which was last reported, sailed from 
New York January 8 and arrived at 
Rotterdam January 28. The other is 
a French steamer.
